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Jackson cries out 

against carrying 

concealed weapons

Currently in the Ohio General As- 
sembly is proposed legislation seeking to 
amend Section 2932.12 of the Ohio 
Revised Code to allow a citizen to carty 
a concealed weapon. After. attending a 
press conference of the Ohio Association 
of Chiefs of Police concerning this 
proposed legislation, Columbus Police 
Chief James G. Jackson réleased the 
following statement. 

The Columbus Division of Police is 
adamantly opposed to any proposed 
legislation that would allow citizens to 
carry concealed weapons. Current law 
prohibits carrying a concealed weapon, 
and we firmly believe the law should 
remain intact 

Among large cities, Columbus is for- 
tunate to enjoy one of the lowest violent 
crime rates in the state, as well as the 
nation. In fact, Columbus is the 16th 
largest city in the United States,-yet ranks 
91 among the 183 cities with populations 
greater than 100,000 ranked in USA 
Today based on their violent crime rate. 
Likewise, the other large cities in Ohio, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, and Toledo all 
enjoy comparatively low violent crime 
rates for their populations. 

In Ohio, we live in relatively peaceful 
communities. Allowing citizens to carry 
concealed weapons would jeopardize 
the peace. Vé tant crimes such as 
homicide, epg “aggravated assault 
would inc e. Quick access to a 
weapon often results careless actions 
with devastating consequences. Even a 
law-abiding citizen carrying a concealed 
weapon for personal protection, if 
threatened, might use deadly force inap- 
propriately and ask questions. 

Proponents of this legislation contend 
citizens will be adequately trained to 
handle firearms responsibly. This training 
would have to be ongoing and regularly 
reinforced. Even then, there are no 
guarantees. Columbus Police officers, 
for example, complete a six-month 
recruit training and receive firearms train- 
ing three times each year. This training 
exceeds state requirements. Yet, even 
officers with years of service occasional- 
ly make mistakes. 

The proposed legislation would not 
allow criminals, substance abusers or 
mentally ill persons to carry concealed 
weapons, However, any person who is 
deemed appropriate to carry a weapon 
could later become a criminal, a

Shock, disbelief and an eerie silence 
blanketed downtown Oklahoma City 
Wednesday morning as emergency res- 
cue crews rushed past worried citizens 
awaiting news of friends and relatives 
trapped inside the Alfred P, Murrah 
federal building at 200 N.W. 5th St. (N.W 
5th and Robinson Ave.) housed over 500 
employees of various federal agencies 
and usually has over 900 people inside 
on any given.day at that hour. 

"Why Oklahoma City? Why this build- 
ing? Who would do such a thing?" is what 
public officials, law enforcement, emer 
gency medical workers and citizens want 
to know. Late Thursday, law enforcement 
had issued sketches of two white male 
suspects and detained a few individuals 
as witnesses and possible perpetrators 
U.S. Attorney Janet Reno had even is- 
sued a $2 million reward for information 
that would lead to.the arrest of those 
responsible for the bombing. 

In the meantime, emergency workers 
continue to search the rubble and debris 
for persons still trapped inside - a search 
that is expected to take the next several 
days. With each passing hour the 
likelihood of finding survivors among the 
hundreds still missing diminishes 

Among other agencies the federal 
building housed offices for Housing arid 
Urban Development and Social Security, 
a federal employees credit union, the 
Oklahoma City office of the ATF (Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms} and a daycare 
center for the children of federal 
employees. 

At press time hundreds of people had 
been treated by area hospitals with over 
58 people in serious or critical condition 
and 50 were confirmed dead, including 
several children, The daycare center, lo- 
cated on the second floor of the building 
in the northwest corner, seems to have 
been totally destroyed. Of the 30 plus 
children who attend the daycare daily 
over 17 are known dead now, several 
injured and some are still missing. Al- 
though many have been rescued, even 
more are still missing and the death toll 
is expected to rise dramatically as emer- 
gency crews composed of professionals 
from across the nation continue search- 
ing and hoping to hear cries and pleas for 
help coming from those trapped. Rescue 
crews had to resort to amputation 
devices to literally cut bodies mangled 
with the debris. 

Officials believe a vehicle driving by 
was responsible for carrying and 
detonating the explosives that destroyed 
more than one-third of the 12-story build- 
ing. The first through fourth floors were 
completely collapsed and people surviv- 
ing reported falling floors down below. In 
addition to the man-made explosives 
from the vehicle, bomb squad officials 
reported finding a few of the explosives 
that failed to detonate in the building

Too close for comfort

Somebody ¢ried to kill me last week. | don’t know who they were 
or why they wanted me dead. | just know they tried to kill me and 
that ! am lucky to-be alive, no thanks to them 

What they did was, they parked a truckload of explosives in front 
of the AP. Murrah Federal Building in Oklahoma City, Okla, ata little 
after 9 a.m. on April 19 and tried to blow me to smithereens, They 
managed to kill and maim a lot of people they didn't Know, people 
who didn’t know them either. Computer programmers, Secretaries 
veterinarians, gofers, clerks, deliverymen; children who were too 
young to have any offensivé political, moral or religious beliefs, white 
people, Black people, old people and young, tall, short, fatand skinny 
people 

People just like me 

Lucky for me | wasn’t in Oklahoma City on April 19. In fact, I've 
never been to Oklahoma City and have no reason to expect that | 
ever will be in Oklahoma City. But the bombers didn't know them 
either. As far as | Know, the bombers were -- and are -- totally unaware 
of my existence, Nevertheless, they tried their damnedest to ter- 
minate my existence 

So | ask why me? I'm not perfect by any’Stretch of the imagination 
and | cringe at the thought of what might be written in St. Peter's 
ledger under my account number. But I'm sure | never did anything 
to deserve the bloody fate they had planned for me, the fate that | 
narrowly escaped by not being anywhere near downtown Oklahoma 
City a week ago Wednesday morning: 

The funny thing is -- and yes, | know that "funny" is a funny word 
to use in connection with such a horrendous atrocity -- I'm sure they 
don't care they they missed me, anymore than they would have 
cared if they had nailed me. What they were after was a body count 
Numbers. It is only good fortune that my body was not there to be 
counted. But it could have been 

| guess Ffn just lucky because, you see, they've tried to kill me 
before, and so far | haven't even been scratched, at /east not in any 
physical way. 

Back in the 1930s, when | was but an infant, they tried to round 
me and my parents up and ship us off to Auschwitz to be slaughtered 
like cattle. But they missed us then because we weren't Jews, we 
weren't gypsies, and we weren't in Europe. Not that it really mfattéred 
to them, I'm sure they were realistic enough to realize that you can't 
kill’em all. The best you can do is make a good faith effort 


Then in 1963, they set off a bomb in the Sixteenth Street Baptist 
Church in Birmingham, Ala., killing four little girls and injuring 
nineteen other people. Thank God | wasn't there. Never been to 
Birmingham, had no reason to be in Birmingham. That really didn't 
matter to the bombers: had | been there, they would have chalked 
me up as another victory, another body to be added to the count 

A couple of years ago, they missed nie again, purely by chance 
when they parked a van loaded with death in the garage under the 
World Trade Center. That! wasn't in lower Manhattan, or even within 
1,000 miles of the place, on that date and at that time, was just blind 
Juck. I'm sure that's the way they would see it, because there is no 
doubt that they would gladly have taken credit for my demise had | 
been so unfortunate as to blunder onto the scene 

Fortunately, | was not on the Tokyo subway a few weeks ago when 
they released their lethal cloud of nerve gas. Once again, | was a 
no-show. But as | said before, they didn't really care. What they 
wanted was numbers, and what they got was numbers, Numbers 
dead, numbers injured, numbers upon numbers’ whose lives will 
forever be diminished by the knowledge that somebody tried to kill 
them for no comprehensible reason 

Who are "they," these bloodthirsty zealots who wreak havoc on 
defenseless and unsuspecting hordes of perfect strangers? Who are 
these stalkers who seem so bound and determined to kill me? The 
are the random killers, the haters who believe that their political 
ethical or religious beliefs are rooted in the only true morality. They 
are the bombers and snipers who believe that all who do not share 
their beliefs deserve to die for committing the crime of being alive 
To the random killers, we are all fair game, simply because we are 
not them 

| take this personally, When | look at the results of their devilish 
handiwork and realize that in a very real way, | was the target, | am 
gripped by a seething anger. From all these near misses, | have 
learned one thing however: If they can't kill me, the bombers and 
snipers would just love to make me into one of them, to turn me into 
a hater of humanity, a seeker of random vengeance against all the 
faceless, nameless, blamejess souls who go about their business 
each day without Knowing or caring about me and my problems 

If that is their objective, and | believe it is, then they missed me 
again last week in Oklahoma City, But | have to admit, they're getting 
close

Q.J. Simpson 
jury in uproar 


gs Angeles police criminalist 
Denfis. Fung ended his grueting 
nine-day testimony on Tuesday, 
April 18. Betense. lawyer Barry 
Scheck, one of the nation's top DNA 
experts, caught Fung in several er- 
rors and inconsistencies on the 
stand. On his last day on the stand, 
Scheck questioned Fung about the 
day he searched O.J. Simpson's 
estate, Fung admitted that he didn't 
conduct on-site tests on a pair of 
socks police found in Simpson's 
bedroom. The prosecution “con- 
tends that DNA tests conducted 
later proved that the socks con- 
tained blood from Simpson as well 
as the victims he is accused of mur- 
dering last June 12, his ex-wife 
Nicole Brown Simpson and her 
friend Ron Goldman 

Fung also testified that when he 
viewed a police videotape of 
Simpson's bedroom, he didn't see 
the socks. He later corrected him- 
self-and-said the bed blocked his 
view of the socks. Deputy District 
Attorney Hank Goldberg tried to 
amend Fung's- conflicting state- 
ments by saying Fung forgot certain 
detaids because of the pressure of 
being on the stand, When Fung left 
the Stand, he shook hands with 
Simpson and his lawyers, probably 
a gesture to show there are no hard 
feelings 

Judge Lance Ito began ques- 
tioning jurors about charges of mis- 
conduct on the afternoon of April 18 
after court adjourned. Ito met with 
each juror for 20 to 30 minutes on 
April 18, 19, and 20. He ruled that 
the defendant could not be present 
during the interviews, but allowed 
Simpson's lawyers in. The prosecu- 
tion argued that Simpson's 
presence in Ito's chambers during 
the interviews would intimidate the 
jurors 

Ito questioned the jurors about 
charges leveled by ousted juror 
Jeanette Harris, who told the media 
that the jury -- comprised of 12 
Blacks, four whites and two 
Hispanics -- is discussing the case 
amongst themselves, is split along 
racial lines and that deputies quard- 
ing the heavily sequestered jury are 
giving white jurors preferential 
treatment. 

Some of the Black jurors con- 
firmed Harris’ statements, They told 
Ito that Black and white jurors tend 
to socialize separately and fre- 
quently argue over trivial matters, 
such as what movies to watch 

On April 20, one juror, a 25-year- 
old Black female flight attendant, 
asked Ito if she could be removed 
from the jury. "| can't take it 
anymore," she said. The juror did 
return to the jury box after her inter- 
view with Ito on April 20. 

After the jury interviews con- 
cluded, defense lawyer Johnnie 
Cochran Jr. told reporters that he 
believes the trial will conclude with 
the jury intact. “Sorte of the things 
concern-me, nothing irreconcil- 
able," he said 

In response to several jurors’ 
complaints, Ito has: asked Sheriff 
Sherman Block to replace the three 
deputies, Paula Tokar, Scott Mat- 
thews and Edward McDonald 
guarding the jury. Block called the 
move “unnecessary and inap- 
propriate," 

After Ito completed interviews 
with jurors on April 20, police 
criminalistAndrea Mazzola was 
called to the stand, Mazzola helped 
Fung collect evidence on June 13 
and 14 at the crime scene. During 
her testimony, she said she imme- 
diately recorded every piece of 
evidence except for a: vial of 
Simpson's blood he voluntarily 
gave police during questioning the 
day after the murders, The defense 
contends that police conspired to 
frame Simpson by using blood from 
the vial to "salt the crime scene 
with it. 

Mazzola's testimony could not 
continue on Friday, April 21 be- 
cause of an unprecedented rebel- 
lion by the Simpson jury. Fourteen 
of the 18 remaining jurors and alter- 
nates sent Ito a note on Friday 
morning saying they were not going 
to come to court until he listened to

substance abuser or mentally ill, 
The legislation would prohibit 
juveniles from carrying concealed 
weapons, as it should. However, 
the majority of victims of violent 
crime victims would not benefit 
from the proposed amended law. 

Some feel that carrying a 
weapon is a constitutional right. 
The second amendment of the 
United States Constitution states: 
“A well regulated militia, being 
necessary to.the security of a free 
State, the right of the people to keep 
and bear arms, shall not be infr- 
pn Several years ago, | had a 

iscussion with former Chief Jus- 
tice Warren Burger concerning the 
second amendment, and he indi- 
cated that the amendment does not

ensure the people's right to keep 
and bear arms except for the pur- 
poses of a well regulated militia. | 
agree. 

Allowing citizens to carry con- 
cealed weapons could cause many 
people to assume and fear that 
others are armed and dangerous. 
One law-abiding citizen might be 
alarmed when another makes a 
sudden movement to reach into a 
pocket. Criminals may feel more 
compelled to use their weapons in 
a belief that citizens are armed, The 
potential for misunderstandings 
and accidental shootings would in- 
crease, the opportunities for dis- 
aster endiess.

Jury experts sugges! that Ito 
should end the sequestration of the 
jurors and let them stay in their own 
homes for the duration of the trial 
and/or hire a jury psychologist to 
handle conflicts among the jurors, 
Jury experts also recommend Ito 
take tighter control of the court 
proceedings and move it along 
quicker so that jurors don't feet that 
their time is being wasted. Lately, 
Ito has been less affable and 
tougher in court. He has limited the 
number of sidebar conferences 
both sides frequently request and 
issued commands to lawyers with 
curtness 

Mazzola returned to the stand.on 
Tuesday, April 25 to continue being 
cross-examined by tefense DNA 
lawyer Peter Neufeld 

In other trial news, author Marc 
Elliot turned over tapes to the 
prosecution that have over 16 
hours of interviews with Kato 
Kaelin, Simpson's former house 
guest who testifiedin March. On the 
stand, Kaelin said he did not wit- 
ness any turmoil between O.J. and 
Nicole Simpson. On the tapes 
Kaelin states that there were "in 
numerable examples of rage, fury, 
arguments and fights" in the 
Simpsons’ relationship. The inter- 
views were included in a yet-to-be- 
published book by Elliot about the 
Simpson case. The tapes. raise 
questions about Kaelin’s credibility. 
The tapes may prove he perjured 
himself on the stand and lied to 
prosecutors by saying he was not 
planning to be involved in a book on

Some Black members had complained that they were 
not being treated fairly. Gut their complaints were 
ridiculous, |, as the State Equal Employment Opportunity 
Coordinator, was told. The-system was completely fair; 
the officials went straight down the list, everyone had the 
chance to work 

But a Black contractor came to me after my meeting 
with the union business agent with a different story. There 
was a call made officially through the office which gave 
him the name of a certain Black employee. But later, the 
contractor received another call -- from the same business 
agent who had talked to me about the inherent fairness of 
the union's system 

The Black contractor told me that, in'the second call, 
the union business agent advised him that the union did 
not want the Black member to be working. tt would be 
best, the-contractor was advised, if the contractor worked 
this Black member for 16 days -- the minimum amount for 
long-term work -- so that the worker would go back to the 
bottom of the list. 

The Black contractor agonized about this. He had 
nothing against (or for) this worker; he also had to get 
along with the union, which would be able to control the 
quality of workers he would receive on any job, and 
address any complaints or concerns he had. 

But fairness ended up winning out. The Black contrac- 
tor, ina small act of courage, took the worker and kept him 
for a while. He performed on the job -- a lot longer than 
the union wanted. It was-a small victory for a Black 
employee, in an industry with a long history of discrimina- 
tion 

In the battle over affirmative action, much has been 
made of the fact that the structural discriminatory barriers 
in America -- the signs which say, "no Blacks need apply", 
thé unions with their “white Only" charters; the officially- 
sanctioned segregations which have bean common in 
American life -- are now passe. F 

The noted conservative columnist George Will, in a 
recent column about the possible presidential candidacy 
of Colin Powell, expressed this view. Powell's candidacy, 
Will said, "would suggest that America's principal problem 
is racial, which is not true (what is called the race crisis is

The idea, of course, is that racial discrimination, and its 
legacy, are a thing of the past: outlawed by the 1964 civil 
rights act: preached against by Dr. Martin Luther King Jr.

vogue, That union, and others like it, have-been forced to 
establish elaborate syStems which have been designed to 
create the illusion, if not the reality, of fairness. 

But the root of the discriminatory system -- not merely 
a View of inferiority of Blacks, but the privilege and power 
that comes with letting “us" in and keeping "them" out -- is 
still around, and still potent. And don't think for a minute 
that the mere passage of a law -- or a whole lot of laws -- 
will change that quality of character in the human heart 

And so it goes underground, in the hidden recesses of 
our stainless-steel systems where the junk and garbage 
reside, unviewable, No one, after all, can truly guard 
‘against the "second call" -- the surreptitious stratagemto 
undermine the very fairness the "system" was designed 
to create. And as long aS no one actually spills the beans 
-- tells the truth about why this worker was laid off or that 
worker wasn't really hired -- the beautiful structure of 
institutionalized fairness has worked for the purpose its 
beneficiaries intended: to coat bigotry with the veneer of 
equity. 

In my years as the state's EEO Coordinator, | found 
that white construction union leaders uniformly explained 
to me why so many Blacks in their unions we working very 
few hours, The Blacks, | was told, didn't really want to 
work (even though they paid their dues to keep their union 
cards active). They didn't have the skills (even though 
they were trained in the same apprenticeship programs 
as their white counterparts). They had the wrong attitude 
(you all know that one!) 

And with these protestations, there was always the 
willingness to demonstrate, with pride, how the structure 
of organized fairness had been effectively used -- but 
didn't result in any progress. 

But every now and then, we gain a window of insight 
into the hidden workings of the system which practices 
subtle discrimination even as it promotes fairness 

Of course, it is not just the construction unions. An 
Urban Institute study several years ago sent identically 
qualified Blacks and whites out to apply for jobs in Chicago 
and Washington, D.C. It found that Blacks were three 
times mote likely than whites to be the victims of dis- 
crimination 

And it can be seen in all the testing situations in which 
some candidates have access to test answers before 
others do; or where Black candidates are brought into 
interview process even though the white candidate was 
already hand-picked, just to make it appear that Black 
candidates were considered; or where Black candidates 
are rejected for consideration because of certain 
blemishes on their records -- but whites are accepted with 
the same problems 

As tong as bigotry and privilege walk hand in hand, 
there will be discrimination. Affirmative action was 
designed to focus on results rather than processes -- with 
the hope that, by placing a shining light on the results of 
hiring processes, either those processes or the results 
would bagin to change. 

If affirmative action is eliminated, we will only eliminate 
the light placed on the dark corners of the equity process. 
We will not eliminate the “second calls,*

Richard Wright’s 
life story 
unfolds on film 


Black Boy," the life story of the late 
author Richard Wright in documentary 
form, made its debut in Columbus on 
Thursday, April 20, at screening held at 
the Wexner Center for the Arts 

Acclaimed African-American 
filmmaker David Lacey was present at 
the screening to answer questions about 
the film. Lacey has had a stellar career in 
documentary film production, He wrote, 
produced and directed the first and last 
installments of the eight-volume saga, 
Eyes On the Prize," the award-winning 
documentary series on the civil rights 
movement which aired on PBS, The seg-

ments Lacey produced, entitled "The 
Time Has Come” and "Back to the Move- 
ment," ara available on video with the rest 
of the series 

For two years, Lacey served as execu- 
tive producer at PBS atftiliate WGBH-TV. 
He was responsible for production 
management of national series such as 
"Evening at the Symphony," "Evening at 
the Pops” and “Julia Childs and More 
Company." 

Lacey also researched and developed 
the script for "OTA BENGA -- An American 
Fairy Tale” for the National Endowment 
for the Humanities. He was won 
numerous awards for his work, including 
New York City’s local Emmy and the Black 
Achievers Award 

During a phone interview from his New 
York production headquarters, Lacey re- 
lated that he was familiar with Wright 
before he made fhe documentary, but 
wasn't his biggest fan, "I'd read some of 
his work," said Lacey. "| read ‘Black Boy 
in high school and ‘Native Son’ in college.’ 

After Lacey finished work on “Eyes on 
the Prize," PBS offered him the chance to 
produce the documentary on Wright 
Lacey accepted and began researching 
the author's lie in-depth 


With this biography, | wanted to intro- 
duce audiences to Richard Wright,” said 
Lacey. The filmmaker believes Wright 
opened the doors for and "set in motion" 
the work of other African-American 
novelists, such as “Invisible Man” author 
Ralph ‘Ellison (who filmed an interview 
baat for the "Black Boy" documentary 
ore his death last year). "In my opinion

they all owe a debt to Richard Wright,”

The documentary illustrates the fact 
thal Wright's work in the 1940s, ‘SOs and 
60s is still relevant today, "On an emo- 
tional level, the relationship of the Black 
individual to a hostile society is different 
in detail (in today's world), but the story is 
essentially the same. There is a sense of 
isolation in ‘Black Boy’” that many people 
can still relate to. 


People of all cultures have embraced 
the bestseller “Native Son* and "Black 
Boy,” Wright's autobiography that is con- 
sidered a classic and is included in high 
school and college literature courses 


“There is something universal and 
human in (Wright's) struggle,” said Lacey 
"Ht you read, ‘Black Boy, he gets you to 
empathize very quickly with him." 

Wright fled to Paris mid-career to es- 
cape the stifling racism in America. 
Though he died in 1960, far before the 
civil rights struggle was over, he still had 
an enormous impact on the movement 

"He wanted you to feel for the main 
character (in his novels),” said Lacey. “It 

_ is the humanity he imbibes his work with 
that's telling. He tells of the human condi- 
tion through us. He was able to get white 
folks to see us a8 HUMar beings.”

Dr. Barbara Ross-Lee, dean of 
the Ohio University College of Os- 
teopathic Medicine, was the guest 
speaker for the event.

: suled the social and educational 


problems of America into one 


blame-frame..,.the lack of adequate 
: A health care services to every 
citizen, Dr, Ross-Lee describes 
’ America's health care system as 
being “employment-based, reim- 
bursement motivated; and a col- 
laboration of providers." The 
system provides little benefit to the 
most vulnerable members of our 
society, children, minorities, 
women, the elderly and the physi- 
cally impaired. Hospitals today dis~ 
like billing patients for payment. 
They accept two methods for ad- 


mission, by a medical card or by a 
payment-in-full check, The admis- 
sion option opened to the vul- 
nerable is to develop a critical 
condition, be taken to the emergen- 
cy room and be admitted. As a case 
in point, Dr. Ross-Lee used her 24- 
year-old nephew. He pursued .a 
career in music, with little success. 
He had no health coverage. He 
developed a growth on the right 
side of his face, which in the 
majority of cases was cancerous. 
To be admitted for treatment, 
$25,000 had to be paid upfront. His 
mother did not have $25,000 on 
hand. Contrary to belief, Dr. Ross- 
Lee did not have $25,000 on hand. 
They did have a sister who had

$28.9 million economic develop- 
ment expansion that will retain 210 
jobs and create 15 new jobs in the 
Greater Linden area 

Azko Nobel, formerly known as 
Hanna Paint Company, a Colum- 
bus corporation since 1888, which 
specializes in pigment manufactur- 
ing, will modernize their facility at 
1313 Windsor Ave., where they 
have been located for the past forty 
years and remain in Greater Lin- 
den. 

"Azko Nobel has historically 
been both an economic, as well as 
a philanthropic, plus for the Linden 
area. Last year, the company was 
recognized by the Greater Colum- 
bus Chamber of Commerce. for 
their commitment to the Windsor 
Avenue Elementary School "Adopt 
a School" program. Azko's 
presence has been a positive force 
for improvement to the South Lin- 
den area for the past several 
years,” said Browning. 


The expansion will add 94,000 
square feet of warehouse and 
finished goods storage space, in- 
cluding enclosing state-of-the-art 
stainless Steel milling equipment 
and processing vessels,which are 
designed to control air emissions. 
Azko Nobel will also include en- 
vironmental remediation of a por- 
tion of the site, as the company 
shares a common boundary with 
Windsor School. 


As an inducement to remain in 
South Linden, an area recently 
designated as a Community Rein- 
vestment Area/Enterprise Com- 


. munity, the city of Columbus has 


offered tax incentives to Azko, in 
exchange for their job reten- 
tion/creation efforts. 


"A good business deal is one.

Azko Nobel, the city and Linden 
area residents all come out winners 
in this deal," said Browning.

federal building just two-minutes 
before the blast. Dowell said he had 
picked up the mail and driving past 
the building everything looked nor- 
mal. His father, Alphonzo L. Dowell 
and.worker Kathyingram were out- 
side the office at 934 N.E. 8th 
Street (less than a mile away) wait 
ing anxiously for his return after 
hearing the blast. The younger 
Dowell said his father was definitely 
relieved to see him drive up be- 
cause the billowing cloud of black 
smoke arising from the downtown 
building could be seen for miles 
The blast was heard and felt up 
to 30 miles away and other build- 
ings up to 20 blacks away suffered 
broken windows and structural 
damage. Cars in parking lots 
across the Gowntown area were 
damaged with many having their 
windshields shattered, Scattered 
light showers on Wednesday eve- 
ning hampered rescue attempts 
but emergency, crews -continued 
searching the crumbling building 


trying to find survivors; Wednesday} 


afternoon. one of the building's 


designers said the part of the struc-} 


ture still standing was not in further 
danger of collapsing. But by 
Thursday afternoon, after con- 
struction equipment started moving 
the rubble to assist searchers, steel 
beams and other safety devices 
were. brought in to stabilize the 
building 

African American survivor 
Gwendolyn Greaves, who works in 
the Social Security office, was in- 
side the building when the blast 
occurred. Greaves was aided out of 
the building and was taken to 
Mercy hospital where she was 
treated for cuts and bruises 
‘Thanks to God, |'m out of there 
and okay," said Greaves from the 
hospital i 

Let there be no doubt, we will 
find out who is responsible for this," 
said President Clinton during his 
press conferences held Wednes- 
day and Thursday at the White 
House. The president dispatched 
federal experts toOklahoma City to 
assist rescue and local law.enfor 
cement investigating the bombing 

Wednesday's bombing. hap- 
pened exactly two years after the 
tragedy in Waco, Texas with the 
Branch Davidians and 12 years 
after the bombing in Beirut. It is the 
worst disaster of its kind in the 
nation’s history. By the time all of 
the. bodies have been recovered 
from the building, the death toll is 
projected to top 200. 

Oklahoma's Governor Frank 
Keating, a former federal official 
who seftved under President 
Ronald Reagan and at one time 
worked in the federal building 
declared Wednesday's bomb blast 
a state disaster, He closed all state 
offices except for safety personnel 
on Wednesday, And even though 
security was increased at all state 
and federal buildings, business 
resumed on Thursday. However 
most of downtown was closed as 
law enforcement searched the 
crime scene. It will be days, if not 
weeks before clean-up efforts can 
be started and survivors can begin 
the recovery process 

Several African American politi- 
cal leaders rushed to the scene of 
Wednesday’s disaster. 

Representative Kevin Cox, a 15- 
year-veteran of the State House of 
Representatives (Democrat-Dis- 


; 


trict #97 in Oklahoma City) was 
dawng near downiown when he 
heard the blast. As he drove 
downtown following the rising 
cloud of black smoke he saw all the 
windows blown out of the viviCA 
(jUst one ‘biock east of the federal 
building) where his son goes. to 
daycare. Rep. Cox was relieved 
when he found his son safe and 
unharmed on the street outside of 
the YMCA building, However, he 
noticed several other children that 
had been hurt by flying glass and 
debris. Tearfully reporting to the 
|State House just a little while later, 
Rep. Cox said, “Oklahoma City 
}people came together. | saw a 
white woman carrying a black child 
and a black woman carrying a white 
child. We're all-in this together and 
it showed." Following Cox's ad- 
dress, House Speaker Glen 
Johnson recessed the legislature 
until Monday 

Oklahoma City Courciiwoman’ 
Willa Johnson. was in a downtown 
city office buildingiduring the blast 
"This. is @ great tragedy and all of 
the city is shocked," said Johnson, 
"The city is really pulling together 
all of the emerge workers, law 
enforcement, fire department and 
everyday citizens’ are \lending a 
hand. Many. more citizens are 
home praying for the survivors and 
the families of those who were 
killed in, this disaster," said 
Johnson. .The Councilwoman 
talked with relatives of victims and 
missing persons until after midnight 
Wednesday ‘at the First Christian 
Church, 3700 N. Walker, which ser- 
ves as an emergency center where 
family members are bringing 
photos, dental records and other 
means of identifying the missing 

Oklahoma's first African- 
American Congressman, J.C 
Watts (Republican - 4th district) 
said that the person or persons 
responsible for the bombing 
deserve the death penalty. Watts 
promised that the tragedy would be 
thoroughly investigated and the 
severest penalty sought, a senti- 
ment echoed by U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno. 

All night Wednesday and 
Thursday, emergency centers set 
up at local hospitals and churches 
continued to administer to those 
injured‘and calling relatives of vic- 
tims 

Although. there were erroneous 
reports that the bombing may have 
been done by members of the Na- 
tion of Islam and other Muslim 
groups, Minister Louis Farrakhan 
and several local Islamic and Mus- 
lim groups issued press statements 
condemning the bombing -and 


denied any part in the tragedy, - 


Many members of the African 
American and Islamic communities 
were relieved when the law effor- 
cement channeled their search for 
suspects to two white men 
Thursday. 

Hundreds, including. countless 
African Americans, were hurt at the 
federal building and at several sur-’ 
rounding buildings in- downtawn 
However, there was an outpouring 
of support and aid coming from all 
areas of the city, state and from all 
racial and ethnic groups numbering 
in the thousands. 

At Call anid Post edition time the 
death toll had reached 83 con- 
firmed deaths.

The April 19 bombing killed at 
least 26 people, according to early 
estimates. The death toll is ex- 
pected to rise as more bodies are 
found in the building, The Murrah 
building housed a day care center 
and. offices for federal employees.

In-times of crisis we hear the words of political leaders: business 
eaders, and sometimes survivprs, but there’is always another voice, that 
of the unsung hero. Today, we play the tune for African American James 
3oykin, a retired war veteran medic, a father and grandfather, who 
hought nothing of himself or danger, but a man compelled to aide others 
nN crisis 

"Walking in, 1 Could smell a dry type of bomb,” said Boykin, aman very 
amiliar with the scent of explosives having served three tours of duty in 
/ietnam, one in Korea during combat and other service in Germany. The 
ormer First Sergeant and military medic also served his country as a 
shiet Dispensary Specialist. “I've seen bomb scenes and other combat 
lisasters up close and in war zones, but nothing compares to what I've 
seen today,” said Boykin, who explained that the worse destruction he 
las ever seen was in Vietnam until Wednesday, April 19, 1995 

Boykin, who was riding near downtown with his daughter Brenda 
almer and grandson Richard C. Palmer IV (20 months-old) reached the 
site of the federal building just 15 minutes after the blast. The war veteran 
said he knew instinctively from the smell and from the looks of the 
srumbling building that hundreds of pounds of explosives had been used 
Zoykin said the building smelled of a bomb that had to be made with 
lastic explosives and toxic fuels. He guessed that 1200-1500 pounds of 
explosives had been used to cause such destruction. "But the building 
was well constructed. We could see the pillars firmly standing, although 
1othing else was, and that helped us find many in those initial moments,” 
said Boykin 

As Boykin’s daughter drove by, they saw the huge black smoke 
dillowing up from downtown and rushed to the scene where they imme- 
jiately saw a dazed man walking not far from the federal building located 
at 200 N.W. 5th Street. Boykin told Brenda to stop so they could render 
assistance. The dazed man told them of the biast and by then they could 
see the building. Boykin told his daughter to help the man, kissed his 
yrandson good-bye and headed off to help anyway he could 

Brenda said she started crying when her father said he was going in 
he crumbling building. However,.a friend of Boykin, also on the scene 
somforted Brenda by saying her father was a brave man and would be 
akay. 

In addition to his distinguished 23 plus years military career, Boykin 
served an additional 20 years in the Justice Department, primarily at the 
lederal prison in El Reno as a Physicians’ Assistant, While Brenda Called 
he dazed man's wife to et her-know he was okay, Boykin had arrived.on 
lhe scene and identified himself to officials as a Physicians’ Assistant and 
mmediately went to work trying to find survivors. A job for this 65-year-old 
man that would last from shortly after 9 a.m. until after 5 p.m. non-stop 
hat day.

Boykin said he worked all day, stopping only when the rescue workers 
were. evacuated from fear of additional explosives detonating and drink- 
ing only a little bit of water on the breaks. ‘People were walking wounded 
said Boykin, who personally aided at least six of the victims, most of them 
ambulatory, out of the building that day 

Yes, he felt angry. “But people who co stuff like, this don’! have any 
feeling,” he said. Boykin said iate Wednesday night that he was sure the 
parts of a vehicle (a wheel and part of a running board) found by law 
enforcement officials would surely lead to the arrests of the criminais who 
caused the biast 

What impressed Boykin thé most and kept him going that day were 
people, parents waiting and praying, looking for any sign for their children 
Within 30 minutes of the blast, parents has made it to the scene qnd lined 
the street along with others silently awaitirig any news. Others joined the 
volunteers, who also starled immediately gathering, rendering aide to 
people escaping from the federal. building and surrounding structures 
nearby that were severely damaged. The YMCA. less than a block east 
of the federal building and across the street, had every single window 
blown out and severe structural damage. Children in the YMCA's daycare 
center and others in the building were hurt by flying glass and debris 
Within minutes the streets and sidewalks near the federal building were
